Do not bury yourself completely, cither in yourself or in your work, 
for college day do not last forever but will pass away too soon and 
only the memories, sweet or bitter, will remain.

When she gets ;i little older, 1 sup- 
pose that Daphne will get over it. At 
present, however, sho Is afflicted with 
that mini state of lunacy that Imagine* 
itself not Napoleon or :> pcaened opc 
or anything like thnt— <but an Intel- 
lectual. Indeed Daphne rather fancies 
that phrase "one of our younger In- 
tellectuals", and likes to think that it 
is n fairly accurate description of her- 
self. Hhe certainly dresses the part, 
lier chastely straight nobbed hair, and 
moonlike horn -rimmed spectacles, her 
simple "arty' gown, and something 
slightly affected In her quiet drawl, all 
~ betray her for what she certainly ia 
not— a da'ring thinker and a fer.riess 
iconoclast. Intellectually superior to the 
rest of us poor Babbitts. 

Like the famous Don Quixote do 
Mnncha her intellect has been a little 
deranged w ith much reading and little 
sleep. Indeed her father has more 
than once been heard! to attribute 
Daphne's fall from «omparatlva In- 
nocence to whar. in moments of ex- 
asperation, he calls ••those damn 
book*." "Wells is too conservative for 
Daphne, and she told me that she 
prefers "bolder thinkers, along more 
creative lines." Phe cannot Fee. Shaw 
as a divine, comedian, a ribald jester, 
playinp fantastic symphonies on the 
comic, chords merely for laughter' 
sake: to Daphne, the pleasant and the 
unpleasant plays and those for puri- 
tans are dull and deadly earnestness 
to be shallowed whole, contradictions 
and all. And it is 1he more purient 
of the. younger renlistic ncvellsis who 
have opened Daphne's eye- to lifu as 
it really is. f'he has discovered yearn- 
ings for a fuller ejrpression of her In- 
dividuality, and more than once, she 
has romirltad tc me. with scinothln!? 
of *ni.' nastiress of a. person.'* a'lusion 
■.n»*. »1» forced to ehn out a drab 
exls:anrr in the lntelleetr.ally n-vl so- 
ciety of the unfcelinsr bourgeoisie. 

■\Vhen she was considerably ynunper 
— about a year aco— Daphne was an 
ardent socialist, but she lias' now 
reaches the conclusion thai such doc- 
trines have bernmo too widespread 
cmonr the lower classes to be accept- 
able to the real intellectual, and at the 
present moment she is hovering In- 
decisively between a Tolstoyan an- 
Erchism and a lieculiar type Hindu 
mysticism that Bhe has read about 
somewhere. 

Or course Daphne, is a poet. She 
gets her inspiration from those s:ran- 
cely shaped volumes adorned on the 
muside with violently cubish colour 
schemes, and in moments of fervour 
or depression -she writes ver* libre, 
which. 1 must own. is quite as çood as 
the models from which it is copied. 
J had rather a serious row with Da- 
phne the other ni^ht. I came in to 
î'ind her seated on the most comfort- 
able chair in the house under my fav- 
ourite reading lamp chewing the end 
of her fountain pen and frowning upon 
a large shoet ,of paper upon which 
she had written a few lines. 

"What are you writing", 1 asked, "a 
sonnot?" 

"Voti know as well as I do that the 
sonnet is an antiquated form — or per- 
haps you don't know," she answered 
with withering scorn . 

"May I have a look?" I ventured. 

And before the expected "Xo, you 
wouldn't undei-Htand." had come, I had 
gained possession of the poom . This 
was the verse that Daphne had writ- 
ten: —

"Tha Heart of Cclllnl" 

1 must confess to something more 
than a sneaking regard for a good 
romantic comedy, iMpter thrusts, 
rich colours and n few antique oaths 
thrown In for good measure used to 
be common enough on the stiigu a 
quarter of a century ugo. but those 
were the days when people went lo 
the theatre, to enjoy thomaolvea. Of 
course ! know it's supremely silly lo 
disclose n hankering after such a bar- 
barbus epoch as the Italian r.ennals- 
sanco. or even to compare it for n 
moment to our wonderful modern civi- 
lization with its crowning glories nt 
cheap razor blades, galvanised nnr- 
bacre buckets and the Canadian Manu- 
facturers Association. Michael An- 
gelo and Leonardo da Vinci had none 
of these. Poor souls I don't see how 
they g-ot on without thorn. Now Mr. 
Anthony Wharton, the sifted author 
of "The Heart of Cellini" seems nlso 
to have a leaning towards the flesh- 
pots of sixteenth century Florence, 
and he has conjured up for us an en- 
tertaining cross-section of that bright 
epoch, which live between the Bloom of, 
Mr. Chesterton's Ago of Faith and the 
grime of. say, Mr. Carl Sandburg's 
Age of Shoddy. 

He has attempted, as far as the ab- 
surd conventions of the modern stage 
would allow him, to build up a play- 
about one of the most Intriguing 
figures of the whole period, Hcnveniito 
Cellini. And Mr. Wharton has made 
a good job of It. Of course it wouldn't 
do for the "hero" in a romantic comedy 
to stab pedestrians from behind for a 
mere whim, to steal the Dopu's Jowols, 
or to break any of the ten command- 
ments, except perhaps In a final tab- 
leau, so it,is not Cellini of the "Mem- 
oirs" that Mr. Wharton given us. 
But it is a. Cellini and a good on* at 
that. After all Bernard .Shaw's Cae- 
sar, is more "real" than Khakcspeare's, 
hut that will not entitle the wild Irish- 
man to take n seat higher up than his 
predecessor on the literary Olympus. 

I', lias long been « matter of common 
knowledge that englishmen who write 
historical dramas from Tennyson or 
Swinburne us far down the scn.lo an 
you care to go have hardly over been 
able to tug themselves free from tho 
overpowering Influence of Shakespeare, 
and the same thing is true to a lesser 
degree of the piny under consideration. 
Cellini's boon companion and fellow 
roystcror, Antonio Land!, has to atrug. 
gle along as 'best lio can Willi u con- 
ception of humour that goes bank lo 
tho Knplend of Fai'staff, not lo tho 
IUiIln/1 ItcnniiiHBBiico. Mr. Wliarlon 
made desperate elforls all through 
the first act lo give us something ori- 
ginal. Then he forgot himself only 
for a moment lo present us with a 
mnjor-domo Ihat la tho Morciitlo of 
E. Ill Soul hern to the very life. 

But he has given (lie public a very 
creditable, play, and Lionel At well aces 
to It iliat the performance Is oven hot. 
ter. ills Cellini ia not pcrho/na as .ma- 
ture as Cellini of 1645 otfghl to be, and 
lie does innlul. on making himself up 
to look rather loo much liho tho popu- 
lar conception of Mcphlato, Inn Hum 
tlio cille or the period hud Hie un- 
iiygonic habit of wrapping ihcmsulvca 
up In u. heard, and Hun lends to make 
r.Uhor a. nun of good facial acting.

The following case "Puddlcon\lie vs. 
M«llen" wns r-eforo thr court. 

"The plaintiff iras a passenger in » 
car owned and driven by a student .if 
the Koyal Victoria Oollepe. who way 
proceedlnp \vestwa.rd Along Shf-rhrooke 
Street, The defendant was drivinp a 
a ear which was- polnc south down 
Guy' Street. 

The plaintî.ff and the driver -were eo 
much enprapod in conversation that 
neilther of them noticed the "Stop" alig- 
nai and they drove past it without 
atnpriinp. Thr defrnda-nt put on his 
bmkajr to avoid a collision, hut his 
brakes were xlr.toctivo failed to act. so 
that a collision ensued, in which the 
plaintiff w.as seriously injured. 

It is proved as a fact that the de- 
fendant's attention has been called to 
the stat e of his brakes by a pa race 
mechanic on thr Korninp of the same 
day, but that he postponed having 
them repaired owinç: ta pressure of 
business. 

In an action for damage? brought up 
by the plaintiff the defendant pleads 
(1) thai the sole effective cause of the 
accident was the negligence of the 
plaintiff and the driver in disregard- 
ing the traffic signal (2)that in any 
event the plaintiff was guilty "faute 
commune." The Superior Court gives 
the ground that the defendant's neg- 
ligence was the sole effective cause of 
the accident. The present appeal is 
takon by the défendent from this de- 
cision. 

The counsels for the Defendant Ap- 
pellant maintained that the sole ef- 
fective cause of the accident vat the 
negligence of the plaintiff and driver 
in so far that they disregarded a stop 
Hignal. ThiF negligence they claimed 
was the cause of the accident their 
oppononts proved that the . plaintiff 
ws in no way to blume for the negli- 
gence on the par. of the driver al- 
though they were, carrying on a con- 
versation which seemingly distracted 
their attention irom the signtl to stop. 
Thoy further proved that the accident 
would have been averted had the de- 
fendant's brakes been in good order. 

The following ib an extract from 
the "Judgement of the Superior Court": 

"The plaintiff's car may be regard- 
ed in the light of an unexpected ob- 
struction, which it is the defends nt'e 
duty to avoid by all possible means. 
If tho facte were that his brakes had 
been in good order, and that the ac- 
cident was caused by his failure to 
use them, then he would clearly have 
been liable. 

" I hold therefore that the defend- 
ant's negligence wa6 the sole effect- 
ive cause of the accident in this case." 
■ -Mr. Hackett affirmed thin judgment 
and did not grant a repeal. Ho said 
"The plaintiff had no responsibility 
for her (the driver'r actions) or no 
control over h<-.r. He was under no 
obligation, no' having controlled the 
car. He was talking to the lady, bu» 
• that in itself does not constitute neg- 
ligence. He had no reason to suspeer. 
m&t he waE upsetting her by his con. 
versation." 

Mr- Hackett went on to any, how 
evor, that a pas&enger ought to be re- 
sponsible to .-: certain extent for the 
driver's a/nions because he is in the 
car and can take certain precautions. 
This ought to be enforced foocust last 
■year in the United .States, 3S people 
were killed each day due to drivtr's 
and passenger's negligence.
